POISON GAS. OVER HAMBURG 


Phosgene, One of Deadliest of Chemicals Used 
in War, Threatens City—Most of 
Victims Police and Firemen. 


By the Associated Press. 

HAMBURG, May 21.—Eleven 
persons were killed and 90 over- 
come by poison gas in the Freeport 
section of Hamburg last night 
when a tank containing phosgene, 
one of the deadliest of poison gases 
used during the war, sprang a 
leak. 

Terror and panic followed swift- 
ly as the poison cloud made its 
way to the surrounding district of 
Veddel and toward Wilhelmsburg 
Island in the Elbe River. The 
pleasure resort of Hake ¢ was 
touched and scores of promenaders, 
many of them women and chil- 
dren, were overcome. 

All day long policemen and fire- 
men fought the fumes with ammo- 
nia, and their heroism took a heavy 
toll, nine of the dead being police- 
men and firemen. | 

When the cry “poison gas” 
rose panic seized the population 
and the police had great difficulty 
in guiding the inhabitants of the 
district to places of safety. The 
ordinary smoke masks used by the 


Fire Department proved ineffective 
as a protection. 

The entire city was menaced, 
but it was hoped rain which set 
in would absorb the gas fumes. 
Gas masks for those fighting the 
menace were dispatched from Ber- 
lin. 

The gas escaped from a tank in 
the chemical factory of Dr. Hugo 
Stolzenburg. Phosgene is no long- 
er manufactured there, but quan- 
tities of it were stated to have 
been accumulated and stored for 
exportation to the United States. 

The first effects of the gas were 
felt near the harbor, driving resi- 
dents of the district from their 
homes. Troops were called out and 
guided men, women and children 
to other sections of the city. The 
streets in the menaced . district 
were closed. 

The emigration sheds the 
Hamburg-American line were 
pressed into service to shelter the 
homeless, while the  potice re- 
quisitioned all available milk as a 
gas antidote. 

So serious was the menace that 
all the ambulances and fire bri- 
gades in Hamburg were called out.

MILITARY DRILL IN SCHOOLS 


Kansas City Conference Goes on 
Record as Opposed to Compul- 
sory Training at Colleges. 

By the Associated Press. 

KANSAS CITY, Mo., May 21.— 
A strong declaration against com- 
pulsory military training in the 
schools of the United States was 
adopted here today by the quadren- 
nial general conference of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church. 

The conference went on record 
as opposed to all military training 
in high schools and to compulsory 
military training in colleges and 
universities. 

The issue developed one of the 
most heated debates of the con- 
ference, but the resolution was 
passed with only about 50 of the 
865 delegates voting against it. 

Opposition was voiced in the 
resolution to advertising of mili- 
tary training camps by Govern- 
ment postmarks on mail matter, 
“the distribution of which in this 
and foreign countries tends to cre- 
ate a wrong impression regarding 
the attitude of the United States 
toward the spirit of universal 
peace.” 

Daniel L. Marsh, president of 
Boston University and chairman of 
the Committee on the State of the 
Church, which brought the resolu- 
tion to the conferenee floor, de- 
clared “the Government is not the 
master, but the servant of the peo- 
ple. The world needs a new les- 
son on what patriotism really 
means.”

The amount in dispute between 
the East and West Side lines was 
estimated at $500,000 a year, dur- 
ing the trial of the case before 
the Circuit Court of Appeals. In- 
asmuch as the West Side lines were 
seeking to recover crossing 
charges for each year since 1914, 
the total amount involved in the 
suit was estimated as high as 
$10,000,000 by the West Side lines 
and $3,500,000 by the East Side 
lines. 

Rates to shippers were not in- 
volved. The victors in the Su- 
preme Court decision are the Ter- 
minal Railroad Association, the 
Baltimore & Ohio, Chicago & Al- 
ton, Burlington, Illinois Centra 
and Pennsylvania.

The Negro was 
seized from Sheriff H. H. Burns 
and Constable Barto Giles of Timp- 
son as they were returning Evans 
to jail here following his escape 
Saturday night. 

Evins was arrested May 14 at 
San Augustine and brought to 
Center for safekeeping. When the 
jailer went to the Negro’s cell Sat- 
urday with the evening meal, 
Evins attacked the officer with a 
piece of pipe he had torn from 
the plumbing, took the jailer’s keys 
and pistol and locked him in the 
cell. His escape was not discov- 
ered until just before daylight 
Sunday.

15 Lose Their Lives at 
Bend, Ore.

BEND, Ore., May 21.—Frank T. 
Johns of Portland, Ore., Socialist- 
Labor candidate for President in 
1924, was drowned here yesterday 
in a vain attempt to save a boy. 
Jack Rhodes, 12-year-old son of 
Mr. and Mrs. J.C. Rhodes of 
Bend, was fishing orf a bridge 
over the Deschutes River when he 
lost his balance and fell into the 
swift stream. Johns, who was on 
his way to address a political 
meeting in a park along the river, 
saw the boy swept downstream and 
plunged in after him. 
Johns reached the boy 25 yards 
from the river bank and managed 
to tow him to within 10 feet of 
land. There the rescuer becaine 
exhausted. He made a desperate 
attempt to push the boy ashore 
and in the effort both went down. 
It was said Johns was to have 
been a candidate for the presi- 
dency again this year on the So- 
cialist-Labor ticket. He had lived 
in Portland about nine years and 
was a member of the Carpenters’ 
Union. there. 


Johns Joined 


Socialist-Labor Party 
in 1915. 

Frank T. Johns was born in 
Sunbury, Pa., Feb. 23, 1889, and 
was educated in the public schools 
there. His family moved West 
and he attended high school in 
Spokane, Wash. 

Johns became secretary of the 
Socialist-Labor party in 1920, hav- 
ing cast his political fortunes with 
it five years before. Since his 
graduation from high school he 
had been a farmer, postal clerk, 
letter carrier, ship builder, shoe- 
maker, day laborer and a carpen- 
ter. 

He made a speaking tour of the 
country on behalf of his candidacy 
in 1924 and attracted some atten- 
tion by challenging the late Sena- 
tor Robert M. La Follette, who 
was running on a third party tick- 
et, to debates.

SURVEY DISCLOSE 


Tenure of Vice Leaders 
Longer Than‘ That of 
College Presidents, Says 
Judge Bruce. 


By the A ted Press. 
CHICAGO, May 21.—A story of 
two deca of “big business” that 


enabled certain Chicago vice and 
liquor leaders to retire as million- 
aires and others to reign on, un- 
bridled,-for nearly 20 years, is toid 
in the report on “Organized Crime” 
published today by the Illinois As- 
sociation for Criminal Justice. 
The chronicle charged the exist. 
ence of a powerful union of gam- 
bling, bootlegging, vice and politi- 
cal interests that five years ago 
was enriching gangste-s and the'r 
protectors $13,500,000 a. year. 
Not the least interesting disclo- 
sure, said Judge Andrew A. Bruce, 
president of the American Institute 
of Criminal Law and Criminology, 
in his preface to the report,, was 
that “the reign of power of ceai 
leaders of organized crime in tue 
city of Chicago is longer and more 
secure than that of many of our 
college presidents—much longer 
than that of our public officials. 
Adm'.istrations come and g0, but 
the overlord of vice continues in 
[ cwer.” 
Capone Named as Vice King. 
AT Capone was named in the re- 
port as “chief -* *** ruling ~angz 
of today,”” and was described as 
having been trained with John 
Torrio, “now a retired millionaire.” 
Both were connected with the late 
“Big Jim” Colosimo, and prior to 
that with the Five Point gang of 
New York, the report said. 


The report is made up of two 
chapters, one “The Rule of the 
Gang,” the other asking the ques- 
tion, “Who Killed McSwiggin?” 

The survey was conducted by 
John Landesco, a criminologist for 
the American Institute, and his re- 
port prepared by Judge Bruce. 
Eight other chapters, dealing with 
various phases of Chicago crime, 
are being prepared. 

Rush C. Butler of Chicago, pres- 
ident of the Illinois Bar Associa- 
tion, is head of the Illinois Asso- 
ciation for Criminal Justice. Funds 
for the survey were contributed by 
the Carnegie Foundation and the 
Industrial Club of Chicago. 
McSwiggin Slaying Still Unsolved. 

The machine gun slaying of Wil- 
liam H. McSwiggin, Assistant 
State’s Attorney of Cook County, in 
April, 1926, and the futile investi- 
gation that still is unfinished, were 
narrated in detail in the first chap- 
ter as constituting “‘the first direct 
attack by organized crime upon the 
Government.” A Coroner’s jury, a 
Federal grand jury and five spe- 
clat County grand juries: investi- 
gated but no one was ever indicted 
for murder. . 

“The theories of the killing of 
McSwiggin, presented by public of- 
ficials to the newspapers, revealed 
conditions ag they were in Chica- 
go," the report said. “All the the- 
ories in some way or other involved

enough to identify him in court, 
the prosecution fails because the 
jury is manipulated by the gang.” 

The report said in conclusion 
that organized vice “is of central 
importance be ause: : 

“It is the cradle in which the 
overlords of beer running and beer 
warfare are nurtured; 

“Its form.of organization is per- 
sistent—the ring and its overlord. 
ship of politician and vicelord, 
combined; 

“Its. operations have persi<ted 
under the same chieftains through 
the entire period of changing gov- 
ernmental administrations; and 

“It is powerful in the making 
and unmaking of public officials.”

Survivor Tells Story. 


Nick Shrake, a survivor, re- 
counted his experiences as relatives 
and nurses sought to calm his 
shattered nerves. He was going 
to work on the night shift when 
the explosion occurred. 

As he passed from the cage to 
the main entry he met fellow 
workers, members of the day crew, 
going out. He took aie few 
steps from the cage when he felt 
a rush of air. A moment later 
came an explosion. 

“T was knocked down,” said 
Shrake, “and was trying bo re- 
gain my feet when a cloud of hot, 
black smoke swept out the tun- 
nel. I lost my way and wandered 
back into the mine for a quarter 
of a mile, staggering along and 
falling over debris at every step. 
I retraced my steps when J real- 
ized that I was going the wrong 
way. ‘ 

“T must have staggered along, 
falling every few feet, for qa quar- 
ter of a mile. I could hear men 
shouting and I made my way to- 
ward them, knowing they were 
near the air shaft. Just as I came 
near the shaft, gas must have over- 
come me. I fell down, and that’s 
all I remember until I came to on 
the surface.” 


Rush to Aid Entombed. 
Nick Shrake was carried out by 


fellow miners who were standing 
near the air shaft when the earth 
tremor was felt. Heedless of their 
own safety and without masks. 
they rushed into the shaft 
and down the stairway, which runs 
Some 350 feet down to the main 
entry. Near the bottom they found 
some of the steps had been blown 
away. Grasping nearby water 
pipes, they slid down the rest of 
the way. 
miners shouting for help. Among 
the fiest they found was Shrake. 
Under foot they found another 
miner buried in a roof cave-in. 
They dug him out and finding him 
dead they pushed on, but within 
a few minutes were driven back 
by the deadly gas. 

Shrake was one of nine men 
who escaped up the airshaft with 
slight injuries. Five others were 
brought out alive through this 
shaft, but they were badly gassed 
and taken to a hospital. 


Mine Boss Rescued Two. 
Two rescuers yesterday brought 


out the body of Tom Callaghcn, 


assistant mine boss. Callaghan. 


working near an air shaft when 
the blast occurred, led 15 other 
workers to an offset in the mine 
wall where they put up a brattice. 
He telephone to the mine house on 
the surface, using the mine tele- 
phone. He said they were safe and 
getting some good air, but urged 
the rescuers to hurry. 

In the main entry, some 3000 
feet back, rescuers came upon the 
bodies of Callaghan and his men. 
Apparently the gas had _ seeped 
through the brattice, and the men 
made a futile break for the out- 
side, being overcome as they strug- 
gled through the dark tunnels to- 
ward the airshaft that had been 
their hope for life. 

Fifteen rescue teams have been 
at work in the mine since Satur- 
day night.

SENATE VOTE ON 
TAX REDUCTION 
BL LKELY TODAY 


Proponents Determined to 
‘Defeat Remaining Tariff 
and Farm Relief Rid- 


ers. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, May 21.—Meet- 
ing two hours ahead of its regular 
noon convening hour, the Senate/ 
planned further work today on the 
tax reduction bill with a determi- 
nation by both Republican and 
Democratic leaders for a final vote 
before the end of the day. 

The 13-hour session of Saturday, 
lasting until midnight, had cleared 
away most of the controversial 
amendments and proponents of the 


measufe were confident of defeat- 
ing the few remaining threats for 
tariff and farm relief “riders.” 


The export debenture farm re- 
lief plan of Senator Reed of Mis- 
souri, was rejected as a rider to 
the tax bill by the Senate after 
considerable discussion today. 
(The debate is recounted in the 
Post-Dispatch today). 

Ready for final action, the meas- 
ure calls for a total reduction in 
excess Of $225,000,000, as compared 
with the $200.000,000 limit set by 
President Coolidge and Secretary 
Mellon and the $290,000.000 voted 
by the House. 

It was the intention of Senator 
Smoot (Rep.), Utah, in charge of 
the bill, to seek another vote be- 
fore final passage on the amend- 
ment of Senator Simmons (Dem.), 
North Carolina, to restore the 
House provision allowing a gradu- 
ated scale of lower rates on cor- 
porations with incomes of $15,000 
and less. This amendment  ac- 
counts for $24,000,000 of the in- 
crease in the $200.000.000 advocat- 
ed by the Republican majority. 

Publicity Amendment. 

Another vote also was in pros- 
pect on the amendment of Sena- 
tor Norris (Rep.), Nebraska, open- 
ing income tax returns to public 
inspection, which went into the bill 
by a vote of 27 to 19 Friday. 

The debenture amendment was 
lost, 53 to 23. Democratic leaders 
declared against the proposal as 
well as all other tariff and farm 
relief riders because of their de- 
termination to have the measure 
confined to tax reduction and thus 
avoid any chance of veto on other 
grounds. 

Boulder Dam Bill Up Again. 

The revenue bill ran head-on 
with the Boulder Dam measure on 
Saturday night when Senator John- 
son (Rep.). California, co-author 
of the Colorado River proposal, 
forced the night session fn an ef- 
fort to have the tax measure dis- 
posed of. The Boulder Dam Dill 
will come before the Senate again 
after passage of the revenue bill 
and the Californian was prepared 
today to renew his fight for early 
action. 

Individual income taxpayers got 
a part of the reduction in the only 
amendment of significance ap- 
proved by the Senate Saturday. 
Approval was given to the proposal 
of Senator Reed (Rep.). Pennsy!- 
vania, for increasing. from $20,000 
to $30,000 the amount of income 
on which the 25 per cent credit 
for “earned income” might be tak- 
en.

Intimate stories of Col. Charles 
A. Lindbergh, who likes to play 
pranks on others, and doesn’t mind 


being the butt of his share of prac- 
tical jokes, were told - by Harold M, 
Bixby at a luncheon of the Air 
Board. and City/Club today in ob- 
servance of the first anniversary of 
Lindbergh’s landing in Paris after 
his trans-Atlantic flight. , 

Bixby, who is chairman of. the 
board of the Chamber. of Com- 
merce, was one of the financial 
backers of the ocean flight of the 
“Spirit of * Louis.” After the 
turmoil over! his achievement had 
died down somewhat, the flyer 
took Bixby and two others of his 
packers, Maj. William B. Robertson 
and Harry H. Knight, on an air- 
plane tour of the United States. 
Getting Even for “Lucky Lindy.” 

“When we got to New York,” 
Bixby said. “we attended an in- 
formal party, and much to Lind- 
bergh’s disgust the three of us kept 


telose to the piano during the eve 


ning and sang almost continuously, 
a popular song known as ‘Lucky 
Lindy.’ Lindbergh doesn’t like any 
sort of praise and he didn’t think 
much of our singing. 

‘‘He got back at us, or at least 
one of us, on the following day as 
we flew from New York to Wash- 
ington. As soon as he had taken 
off he began alternately to dive 
and climb his plane so that the ef- 
fect was like riding huge ocean 
waves in a boat. 

“Knight, who is susceptible to 
seasickness, began to clutch at the 
window. His’ face became a pale 
green, Finally he could stand it 
no longer. He held up his hend 
and shouted for Lindbergh to stop 
it. Lindbergh looked over his 
shoulder and grinned. 

“‘Now you sing Lucky Lindy,’ 
he said, and Knight did, a lot of 
the way to Washington.” ‘ 

Proud of Record as Mail Pilot, 

Bixby declared the greatest 
share of credit for keeping Lind- 
bergh in St. Louis and for en- 
couraging him in his career as a 
flyer, belonged to Maj. Robertson, 
for whom Lindbergh worked as a 
mail pilot. 

“Slim still ikles to recall those 
days,” he said. “He likes particu- 
larly to recount the early days of 
the mail route when he and the 
other pilots flew over an unlighted 
course by night, and now and then 
cracked up their ships in doing it. 

“T have heard him tell many 
times how, after: several forced 
landings and resultant crashes of 
planes, Maj. 
pilots into his office for confer- 
ence. 3 
“*Boys,” he told them, ‘you’re 
flying under difficulties, I realize 
that »metimes you'll have to make 
forced landings. When you do, I 
want you to call me on long dis- 
tance and tell me three things: 
First, whether the plane was gam- 
aged; second, whether the mail

pilot came out.’” 

One night last winter on _the 
way to Washington Lindbergh and 
his attorney, Col. Henry Brecken- 
ridge, were forced down hear 
Coatesville, Pa., Bixby recalled, 
and one farmer, not recognizing the 


‘flyer, declined: to put him and his 


passenger up for the night. 

A second farmer agreed to give 
them dinner and lodging. As they 
entered the house the farmer’s wife 


‘stared and asked, “Aren’t you Col. 


Lindbergh?” Whereat Lindbergh 
replied, ‘It’s a funny thing, isn’t it? 


‘T am .often taken for him.” 


Bixby related that the house- 
wife went ahead with preparations 
for dinner, convinced that her 
guest was a more obscure. flyer, 
until a newspaper reporter’ called 
her on the telephone and gave 
her such a close description of 
Lindbergh and his passenger, then 
her guests, that she realized she 
was really cooking for the famous 
airman. 

“That was the end of her cf- 
fectiveness, Lindbergh told us,” 
Bixby went on. “First she put her 
hands on a red-hot stove plate. 
Then she cut the other one with 
a knife. The result was that Lind- 
bergh and Breckenridge had to 
cook the dinner—and did." 

On the following morning, Bix- 
by continued, the farmer who had 
refused to put up the flyer, was at 
the plane as Lindbergh prepared 
to hop off. “He was pretty woe be- 
gone,” Bixby said. “He told Slim 
he had been up all night watching 
his wife to see that she did not 
hang herself, for sheer disappoint- 
ment.” 

Superintendent of Instruction 
Maddox of the Board of Education 
presided at the luncheon. The 
other speakers were Mayor Miller 
and Stanley Clarke, chairman of 
the Air Board. Music was furnished 
by a band composed of high school 
boys. Attractive posters, painted 
by the art students in high schools, 
were used for table decorations, 

“Aviation Day.” as the anniver- 
sary was designated by the Air 
Board, wag observed in the public 
schools by spécial programs, which 
generally ifcluded singing exer- 
cises and the reading of themes on 
aviation and the life of Lindbergh. 
Street cars were decorated with 
flags. A wider observance of the 
day was abandoned when it was 
learned Col. Lindbergh could not 
be in St. Louis for the occasion.

Mrs. Huddleston, a 30-year-old 
mother, is no novice to the water. 
She formerly held the world’s en- 
durance swimming -record for 
women, besides being the only 
woman to finish the Catalina 
Channel! race. 

The swimmer’s son was not pres- 
ent when officials lifted her from 
the water, this being the first time 
he has been absent from the fin- 
ish of any of his mother’s record- 
making attempts. 

She Weighs 240 Pounds. 

Mrs. Huddleston, whe - weighs 
‘240 pounds, was not put on the 
escales when taken from the tank, 
but the 12 swimming coaches of 
Chicago athletic associations who 
acted as officials during the en- 
durance attempt, estimated that 
tshe had lost 20 or more pounds. 
When she finished the Catalina 
Channel swim she came out of the 
water 18 pounds lighter. 

Physicians immediately took the 
swimmer in charge. She was un- 
able to draw herself from the 
water, nor was she able to remain 
on her feet. She was taken to her 
room in a wheel chair. 

Only three times during the 50 
hours did she take nourishment, 
and only hot chocolate then. Her 
hands and feet were shrunken from 
the long immersion. 

Kept in Motion Constantly. 

During the entire time she was 
in the water a group of officials 
was present to see that she did 
not touch either the sides of the 
tank nor the bottom. Mrs. Hud- 
dleston remained constantly in mo- 
tion, using various strokes. Some- 
what to the surprise of many, she 
did not attempt to rest by float- 
ing on her back, saying that it 
made her dizzy and ill. 

Mrs. Huddleston’s reward for 
breaking the record was $5000 of- 
fered by the Bannerman Hotels, 
Inc. One thousand dollars was of- 
fered for breaking the women’s 
record, with $1000 additional for 
every hour she exceeded the men’s 
mark.

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EYPERT TO PLAN CITY 


Joint Meeting Votes Unani- 
mously to Arrange for Em- 
ployment of Specialist. 


The problem of extending the 
cramped boundaries of the city and 
offering adequate police, health 
and other protection to rapidly 
growing county communities is one 
that calls for an expért, Metropoli- 
tan Committees of the St. Louis 
and St. Louis County Chambers of 
Commerce agreed in joint meeting 
today, at Missouri Athletic Associa- 
tion. 

They voted unanimously for the 
appointment of a subcommittee, 
three members from each cham- 
ber, to plan the hiring of an ex- 
pert. A second joint meeting is to 
be called within a few days to con- 
sider the subcommittee report. 

Suggestion that an expert be 
hired was made by Robert A. Roes- 
sel, chairman of the County Metro- 
politan Committee, and a member 
of the Board of Freeholders which 
worked out the merger plan sub- 
mitted to the voters and defeated 
by the county in 1926. 

“T was very much disappointed 
at the outcome of those delibera- 
tions,”” Roessel. remarked of the 
1926 plan. “St. Louis County -is 
not opposed to meeting St. Louis 
on a fair proposition, but it is 
opposed to becoming a Twenty- 


City of St. Louis.” 

He cited that expert aid from 
outside had been called in, under 
similar circumstances, by Berlin, 
Detroit and particularly  Pitts- 
burg. In Pittsburg, which he de- 
clared was in a situation much 
like that of St. Louis, the report of 
the expert had been made the bas- 
is for a plan eventually written in- 
to a constitutional amendment. 

“JT suggest that we, likewise, 
eall in a man trained in the sci- 
ence of government,” he said, 
“When you're sick you don’t call 
in a blacksmith or a brass band. 
You call in a doctor. This, I be- 
lieve, is the only way to get the 
intelligent, scientific data on which 
to base a sound solution.” 

Without exception, other speak- 
ers favored the suggestion. Alfred 
Fairbank, head of the University 
City School Board, a vigorous op- 
ponent of the 1926 plan, remarked 
that he had decided that if the 
city chamber’s committee was 
broaching a similar plan he would 
be “too busy to serve,” but that he 
would serve on the committee since 
it was working along those lines. 

Palmer Clarkson, former presi- 
dent of the chamber, remarked 
that the problem was one which 
had cost a great deal of money and 
would continue expensively to re- 
cur, and it was time to “take defi- 
nite steps to solve it and stop talk- 
ing about it.”

Is there a rule which permits 
one to loosen a ball which has be- 
come embedded in soft mud or 
earth on the fairway? 

There is no rule in golf per- 
mitting a player to loosen a ball 
which has, become imbedded. 
Situations of this character are 
covered under Recon dations 

for Local Rules. It is the duty 
of the committee in charge to 
formulate local rules to cover 
unnatural conditions that inter- 
fere with the proper playing of 
the game.

AGREEMENT ON 
MUSCLE SHOALS 


Conferees of Senate and 
House’ Decide to Use 
Property for Fertilizer, 
Nitrates and Power.

By i SHINGTON, May 21.— 
Agreement was reached yesterday 
py conferences of the Senate and 
House on the Norra-Morin Gov- 
ernment operation Muscle Shoals 
ill. 
rahe compromise, which will be 
put to an early vote in both 
Houses, embodies the House plan 
ror creation of a Federal corpor- 
ation to operate the properties for 
the manufacture of both fertilizer 
and nitrate and the sale of power. 

The House before passing the 
Morin measure last week elimin- 
ated the provision for fertilizer 
manufacture and sale, restricting 
the operations -of the proposed 
corporation to the manufacture of 
nitrate alone. ° 

The Norris bill as passed by the 
Senate earier in the session, called 
for fertilizer manufacture, and the 
conferees said the compromise re- 
tained the nitrate features of the 
House measure and the fertilizer 
features of the Senate bill. 

In addition the agreement Tre- 
tains the Reece-House amendment 
to start construction of Cove Creek 
Dam on the upper waters of the 
Tennessee River; the provisions of 
both bilis for the completion of 
Dam No. 2 and an appropriation of 
$10,000,000 to constitute the pro- 
posed corporation's capital stock, 
of which amount $2,000,000 would 
bé used at the outset to start work 
on the Cove Creek structure. 

The conferees, however, decided 
to reduce from five to three the 
number of members of the corpore 
ation’s board of directors, but 
agreed to the proposal to empower 
the board to appoint a general 
manager and two assistants. The 
three board members would be ap- 
pointed by the President, subject to 
Senate confirmation. 

The conference report will £0 
first before the Senate where Sen- 
ator Norris (Rep.) of Nebraska, 
co-author of the measure, will file 
the report today. He announced 
he would ask for action as soon 
as the legislative situation in the 
Senate would permit, with a view 
to obtaining an appropriation at 
this session for the work in the 
event the bill becomes a law. 

The possibility that President 
Coolidge might veto the Muscle 
Shoals bill developed today when 
it was learned that the President 
does not like the legislation agreed 
to yesterday. 


HERO OF BRET HARTE STORY 
NOW BLIND, MAKES BRUSHES 


“Arizona Pcter,” Killer of Indians 
in Wild West Days, Returned 
to Home in Swedcn. 

By the Associated Press. 

STOCKHOLM, May 22.—The or- 
iginal of “Arizona Peter,” Swedish 
hero of one of Bret Harte’s stories. 
has been discovered by a Swedish 
newspaper to be still alive. He is 
living in the village of Smedje- 
backen in his native province. The 
old Wild West hero is, however. 
blind. His real name is Per rik 
Aastroem, and he is now 70 years 
old. 

Aastroem Ieft Sweden in the 
early eighties for the West where 
he, like many other Swedes, en- 
tered the United States garrison 
service. 

“Arizona Peter” earned a repu- 
tation for enterprise and daring. 
Once when he found a Sioux 
chief half unconscious, bound and 
gagged, he got off his horse and 
saved the Indian. 

The sweetheart of Aastroem was 
in Sweden, and wishing to marry 
her, -he got her a position at a 
neighborhood farm, owned by a 
Scotch woman. Shortly after her 
arrival, she and her mistress were 
captured in their home by a plun- 
dering band and carried off. Ac- 
companied by Grey Bear, Sioux 
chief, Aastroem dashed across the 
Mexican border, surprised the 
brigands and rescued the women. 
He then rode away and halted on 
the slope of a narrow canyon 
through which the robbers had to 
pass, as Bret Harte tells the story. 
There the Swede and the Indian 
shot down 560 of their foes. 

One day Aastroem struck a cop- 
per vein in the mountains, and 
soon a group of engineers and 
miners began to exploit the find. 
But his fiancee deserted ‘him to 
marry one of the mining engineers. 
In grief Aastroem returned to Swe- 
den where he found work as a

Spitzbergen—Craft Equipped with Special 


By GEN. UMBERTO NOBILE, 
Commander of the Dirigible Italia. 
(Copyright. 1928.) 

Kighth Article. 

KING'S BAY, Spitzbergen, May 
21 (By Wireless).—When I decid- 
ed finally to undertake the explo- 
ration of the region of Nicholas II 
Land—new polar land, as it is 
called by the Russians—I had spent 
two days and a night of nightmare 
in the course of which the very 
existence ofe our airship was 
threatened by a snowstorm of an 
intensity and duration exceptional 
at this time of the year. It seemed 
at one time as though an adverse 
destiny would spare the Italia no 
trials, however perilou.. 

As far back as three years ago 
1 had seriously considered the dan- 
gers of the unprotected hangar at 
Nyaalesund, but even then I had 
come to the conclusion that noth- 
ing could be done short of demol- 
ishing the shed altogether and 
building a new one at prohibitive 
cost. To add a roof of adequate 
robustness to the existing struc- 
ture was impossible. 

After 50 hours of intolerable 
strain and worry caused by our 
hazardous fight in the hangar, the 
snow storm abated, the sky cleared 
and the brilliant sun was soon dry- 
ing the moisture that had soaked 
our airship. 

Decided to Start. 

That same morning, as the ba- 
rometer was rising and favorable 
meteorological reports were re- 
ceived retarding conditions in that 
section of the polar regions, which 
were of the more Immediate inter- 
est to us, I decided to start without 
delay. An anticyclone was settling 
between Spitzbergen and. Nova 
Zembla, spreading northtard 
across the Polar Sea. Every min- 
ute was precious now. 

While the damage caused during 
the snow was being remedied as 
rapidly as possible, [ ord@ed all 
to be in readiness for the start to 
be made during the night of May 
14-16. 

The objectives I had in view are 
already well known. Bétween 
Spitzbergen and Franz Josef land, 
and this and Nicholas IT land (of 
which only a part of the eastern 
coast is at all known) there is a 
stretch of two vast unexplored re- 
gions. It was my intention to fly 
over these regions both on the out- 
going and return journeys. 

The outward trip alone would 
cover a distance of about 2000 
miles. Our scientific equipment 
was as nearly as possible complete. 
It included all that was required 
fer oceanographic observation— 
one aquatic and several other 
sounding lines all tested by myself 
with excellent results several weeks 
ago in the Tyrrhenian Sea, an espe- 
cially constructed jackscrew to 
take samples from the sea and 
record the temperature of the wa- 
ter to a depth of 2000 meters, and 
all accessories. 

Prepared for Photographing. 

We were prepared for photo- 
graphic work as well, having an 
excellent automatic film camera cf 


Italian make for photographic 
mapping and various handworked 
cameras of the latest types made in 
Germany. We had, of course, cin- 
ema apparatus, too, 

We also had a set of instruments 
for the study of atmospheric phe- 
nomena and terrestrial magnetism. 
The inclinometer loaned to us by 
the Carnegie Institute, was kept in 
reserve for use in the event of our 
landing on the ice. There was also 
on board apparatus recording the 
degrees of intensity of radio-tele- 
graphic signals. 

We used, moreover, several va- 
cuum tubes of glass, prepared for 
us at the University of Padua, to 
take samples of the air at various 
stages of our journey. These sam- 
ples will be examined to ascertain 
the quantity, if any, of bacteria 
contained in the air. As no bac- 
teria are indigenous to the polar 
regions, any that are found must 
be transported there by currents 
coming from the temperate zone. 

Herein lies the originality of this 
new line of inquiry. Naturally we 
had a full equipment of all instru- 
ments necessary for meteorological! 
observations, including two ther- 
mographs, several hydrographs, 
and some hypersensitive’ ther- 
mometors. Our navigation equip- 
ment included everything that 
could be required for a descent 
upon the ice. 

Added More Weight. 

~ All this meant a considerable ad- 
dition to the aggregate weight of 
the airship, but it was a necessary 
and unavoidable addition, as it is 
my firm purpose at the first fa- 
vorable opportunity to carry out a 
descent on the ice in order to col- 
lect valuable data which cannot be 
gathered from the air. 

I had not failed, of course, to 
provide for a forced descent, owing 
to unrepairable damage to the air- 
ship or to the exhaustion of our 
fue] supply. We had aboard ali 
things necessary for camping and‘ 
marching on the ice, including 
three large tents, three sledg4, 
several reindeer suits, sleeping 
bags, skiis, snowshoes, rucksacks 
containing ugderwear, fur gloves. 
socks, shoes, pick axes, hatchets 
and four rifles with 1500 rounds of 
ammunition. Our cooking appara- 
tus for use on the ice included sev- 
eral stoves of the Nansen pattern 
and many boxes of matches packed 
with elaborate care. 

Altogether our landing gear 
weighed about 5600 kilogranis 
(about 1100 pounds). Each single 
article had been the object of long 
study and preparation. 

But our food reserves, also for 
use during a jong sojourn on the 
frozen sea, weighed quite as muc4. 
Pemmican, the classic food of Ars- 
tic explorers, prevailed. We had 
395 pounds of it in store. Thete 
were also 250 pounds of biscuits. 
230 pounds of chocolate, with sma! 
quantities of sugar, tea. malted 
milk and butter. With reduced ra- 
tions we could have lived about 
two months on these supplies

Assailed in Labor Circles 
and Even in Certain Tory

LONDON, May 21.—Expressions 
of dissatisfaction with the tone of 
the British reply to the proposals 
of Secretary Kellogg on his treaty 
to outlaw war and with the reser- 
vations made in that reply, are be- 
ing heard in labor circles and even 
in certain Tory quarters. 

Both Lloyd George and Ranrsay 
MacDondld, leaders of the two op- 
position parties, are understood to 
disapprove.of Chamberlain's reply 
and their views probably will be- 
come vocal if Washington takes 
exception to the British note. 

The official Labor organ, the 
Daily Herald, summarizing Cham- 
berlain’s reservations of the right 
to fight in self-defense or to sup- 
port treaty obligations, asks “when, 
in modern times, has any stafe 
gone to war except—according to 
its own account—either in self- 
defense or as a result of treaty 
obligations?” 

Labor Thought Summarized. 

“Not content with these two res- 
ervations,” the Herald adds. 
“Chamberlain makes a third and 
astonishing one of his own-—that 
Britain reserves a freedom of ac- 
tion in certain regions of the 
world, which; in plain language, 
means that the British Government 
insists on preserving its rights to 
go to war in order to prevent 
something vaguely referred to as 
interference in certain unspecified 
regions of the world. 

“That again is itself sufficient to 
cover every way in which the Brit- 
ish Empire has ever become en- 
gaged.” 

From the opinions gathered to- 
day this editorial fairly summarizes 
the Labor thought on the subject. 

Liberals Share Misgivings. 

The Liberal Press, though not se 
outspoken, evidently shares the 
misgivings as to the effect in 
America of the Chamberlain note. 
The Daily Sketch, Tory organ, 
headlines the Chamberlain reply 
as “Clumsy and Ungracious.” It 
declares the not to be unskilfully 
worded and says the reason is that 
“there is a school of thought in 
the Foreign Office aimost more 
French than the French.”

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WORDS AND JUSTICE. 

The Missouri Supreme Court, sitting en banc, has 
rendered what seems to us, an extraordinary decision 
in the case of a Kansas City man named Carl B. 
Davis, convicted of attempting to murder Edmond 
Frank in an alleged conspiracy with Frank’s wife 
to collect $60,000 life insurance.

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According to the evidence in the trial court which 
found him guilty, Davis paid a supposed gunman, 
who was really a Kansas City detective, the sum 
of $600 to kill Frank, and furnished detailed infor- 
mation as to where the intended victim could be 
'found. In the Supreme Court’s judgment this evi- 
dence “establishec only preparatory acts and not an 
‘overt act’ toward the commission of a crime, as re- 
quired under the law on attempts to commit crime,” 
and ordered Davis discharged. 

Last February Division No. 2 of the court had 
handed down the same opinion, prepared by Commis- 
sioner Walter N. Davis. The present proceeding was 
a rehearing. All the Judges, with one exception, con- 
curred in the previous opinion, and emphasis was 
given to their ruling by the action of Justices Blair 
and Gannt in preparing a separate concurring
